Stratovision,  an  airborne  system  nhereby  programs  can 
be  broadcast  by  aeroplanes  in  flight  equipped  with  tight  weight  transmitters, 
was  described  in  a  morning  session  by  C.  S.  Nobles  of  Y'estinghouse  Electric

Using  ordinary  methods  for  transmitting  such  prcgra.ms, 
100  ground  relay  stations  35  miles  apart  vrould  be  required  for  a  program  tie-in 
between  Ne\7  York  and  Holly^jvood  only,  A  similar  result  can  be  obtained  by  a 
network  of  sight  aeroplanes,  flying  at  a  height  of  30,000  feet,  ^COO' miles  apart.

CHICAGO,  ILLINOIS  -^-  Militaiy,  medical,  and  indus- 
trial app].ications  of  many  recent  electronic  devices  vrere  unveiled  as  the 
National  Electronics  Conference  opened  for  tnree  full  days  of  discussion  at 
the  Edgewater' Beach  Hotel  today  (lliursday.) 

Approximately  3000  persons  attended  the  first  of  fair, 
scheduled  technical  sessions  to  hear  some  of  the  nation's  outstanding  engineers, 
physicists,  and  research  men  discuss  various  phases  of  television,  antennas 
and  wave  propagation,  infrared  and  microwave  systenis,  spectroscopy  and  medical 
applications,  and  industrial  applications. 

Aiiiong  the  highlights  of  today'  s  programs  was  a  demon- 
stration of  the  warbom  infrared  sniper  scope,,  used  extensively  by  allied  troops 
for  night  fighting.  Utilizing  an  infrared  beam  mounted  on  a  carbine  or  other 
type  of  weapon,  the  snipsrscope  reflects  objects  clearly  on  a  telescope  even  on 
pitoh-black  nights,  enabling  the  gunner  to  aim  y,dth  extreme  accuracy. 

Also  described  were  improved  aircraft  marker  systems 

permitting  airline  pilots  to  follow  thoir  courses  to  their  destinations  with 

great  precision.  Consisting  of  transmitters  operating  on  75  megacycles  with 

antenna  systems  of  a  type  that  concentrate  the  radiation  upward,  the  markers

indicate  the  plane's  position  in  relation  to  range  stations  on  the  ground* 

Dr.  Alfred  0.  Nier,  the  individual  credited  with  first 
separating  uranium  235  as  '"ell  as  a  leader  in  the  development  of  the  mass  spec- 
trometer as  a  scientific  tool,  spoke  on  that  instrument's  industrial  applications. 
Its  use  in  gas  analyses  and  vacuum  leaks  originated during  the  war  when  it  played 
an  important  part  in  the  construction  and  operation  of  the  Manhattan  District's 
Oak  Ridge  gaseous  diffusion  plant  for  the  separation  of  uranium. 

Tlie  use  of  radioactive  materials  in  clinical  diagnosis 
and  medical  therapy,  aircraft  antenna  measuring  systems,  recent  developments  in 
the  field  of  television,  and  photo  detectors  for  ultraviolet,  visible  and  in- 
frared light  vrere  among  the  other  papers  presented  at  this  session.

I.  IHTaODUCTIOM 

Tliree  methods  of  recording  sound  are  in  cominon  use  at  the  present  time. 
These  are; 

1.  The  cutting  or  eabos-sing  of  a  physical  medium  as  in  phonograph 
recording, 

2.  The  photographic  method  as  in  sound  on  film, 

3.  The  magnetic  method. 

These  methods  appear  to  have  a  coamon  principle,  namely,  that  a  moving 
medium  is  continuously  modified  in  a  manner  such  that  when  playback  occurs 
s.n  energy  source  can  be  properly  controlled. 

It  sometimes  comes  as  a  surprise  to  one  becoming  acquainted  with  magnetic 
recording  to  learn  how  few  of  the  difficulties  which  plague  the  other  methods 
of  recording  are  avoided  in  any  fundamental  sense  by  the  mtignetic  method.  It 
may  therefore  be  of  interest  to  note  briefly  the  problems  in  magnetic  recording 
V'-hich  have  exact  counterparts  in  the  othei-  methods.

1.  The  noise  level  inherent  in  any  recording  process,  is,  of  course, 
one  of  the  two  fundamental  qualities  which  determine  the  dj-nt-mic 
range.  In  both  disc  reconiing,  photographic  recording,  and  mag- 
netic recording  the  noise  level  appears  to  be  caused  primarily  by 
inhoracgeneites  in  tho  recordinj-:;  medium, 

2.  Tne  maximum  allowable  .amplitude,  particularly  for  lov;  frequencies 
is  sharply  limited  in  all  methods j  by  saturation  in  the  magnetic 
metlTiod,  by  t,he  ^^idth  of  ttie  soimd  track  in  thy  photographic 
method,  and  by  the  danger  of  overcutting  the  groove  in  the  disc. 

3 .  The  high  frequency  out-of f  of  any  method  is  determined  at  laast 
in  part  by  the  resolution  cf  the  recording  or  playback  transducer 
intjXAZof   v,-avelength  recorded  on  the  medium.  In  general  this  is 
the  function  of  both  an  important  linear  dimension  of  the  trc.ns~ 
ducer,  such  as  the  length  along  the  groove  of  the  stylus,  the 
effective  ?;idth  of  the  light  vblIvc   at  tlie  fiLn,  or  the  air  gap 

in  the  case  of  the  longitudinal  magnetic  recording,  and  on  the 
speed  of  the  medium. 

A,     Iha  constancy  (or  strictly,  the  reproducibility)  of  speed  of  the 
medium  is  a  most  essential  aspect  of  quality  in  all  systems.  Wov/ 
and  flutter  are  ever  present  plagues  of  the  designer  of  any 
recording  system, 

5.  It  is  of  interest  to  note  that  in  each  cf  the  methods  of  recording 
there  is  a  basic  choice  of  two  processes.  While  the  parallelism 
is  not  quite  so  precise  as  in  the  items  mentioned  above,  it  is 
perhaps  vrorthy  of  note  that  in  cutting  discs  one  may  make  either 
vertical  or  transverse  cuts,  in  making  a  phot.igraphic  soundtrack 
both  variable  amplitude  and  variable  density  systems  have  been 

!  -more- 
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used,  and  in  magnetic  recording  both  longitudinal  a.nd  transverse 
magnetization  have  been  used. 
6,  The  wear  of  disc  records  with  repeated  playing  is,  of  course,  ifell 
known.  This  wear  has  its  counterpart,  to  be  sure  in  greatly  re- 
duced magnitude,  both  in  photographic  soundtracks  and  in  magnetic 
recjrdings.  In  the  sound:  track  repeated  playings  produce  a  loss 
in  quality  by  sci?atches  of  the  track  and  in  magnetic  reccrding  re- 
P-.  ':■.■■■'■   playings  produce  an  attenuation  or  loss  in  amplitude  which 
is  measurable,  although  so  small  as  to  bo  not  detectable  by  ear. 
In  addition  to  theso  simil'irities  of  magnetic  recording  to  other 
liiethods  of  recording,  ther?  are  certain  problems  which  are  peculiar  to  mag- 
netic recording.  One  Guch  problem  is  the  choice  between  DC  or  AC  bias  about 
which  more  will  be  said  later.  Another  problem  which  appea.rs  to  have  no 
counterpart  in  the  other  methods,  is  the  problem  of  transfer.  When  a 
homogeneous  magnetic  medium  such  as  metallic  v.'ire  or  tape  is  coiled  on 
itself  for  storage  after  a  recording  has  been  placed  on  it,  it  is  to  be  ex- 
pected that  some  vestige  of  the  signal  recorded  on  one  turn  may  be  transferrt. 
to  the  adjacent  turns.  Miile  not  ordinarily  particularly  serious,  this  c 
effect  may,  under  certain  conditions,  be  the  limiting  factor  in  determining 
the  dynamic  range.  It  does  not  appear  v'/hen  coated  tapes  are  used,  presum- 
ably because  of  the  separation  of  the  magnetic  metorial  of  one  turn  from 
that  of  the  adjacent  turn  by  the  nonmagnetic  base  in  between. 

^iith  the  problems  of  magnetic  recording  which  are  common  to  the  other 
methods  and  with  the  problems  peculiar  to  it,  one  may  well  ask  at  this  point 
why  has  magnetic  recording  come  into  being  at  all.  There  appear  to  be  four 
reasons  for  its  advent.  First  is  the  improved  quality  v;hijch  appears  attain- 
able vdth  comparatively  simple  equipment.  Second  ±s   the  comparative  ease 

-more- 
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of  erasing  and  therefore  of  re-use.  This  makes  problems  of  editing  extra- 
ordinarily" sL-nple,  Third,  the  simplicity  of  the  record  operation  and  its 
comparatitfe  independence  of  temperature  changes,  acceleration,  high  humidity, 
etc.,  wake  the  technique  easily  learned  by  an  unskilled  operator.  Fourth  is 
the  decreased  physical  volume  required  for  record  storage.  The  improvement 
in  this  respect  is  somewhat  akin  to  the  improvement  attaching  to  the  use  of 
microfilm  for  libraries.  This  same  decreased  volume,  of  course,  also  allo?;s 
a  longer  playing  time  v/ithout  the  necessity  for  changing  records  or  reels. 
II.  PROBLgiviS  OF  .aAGH£TIC  RJilGOaPING 

One  of  th(^roblems  that  confronts  the  designer  of  a  mffignetiC  recording 
system,  is  th3  question  of  i^hich  bias  m.ethod  to  use.  In  considering  this 
question  suppose  v/e  first  consider  what  happens  if  no  bias  at  cill  is  used  and 
a  recording  is  attempted  on  a  demagnetized  medium.  In  studying  this  problem 
suppose  we  first  draw  a  series  of  s^/mmetriccl  hysteresis  loops  irith  contin- 
uously increasing  maximum  field  and  then  suppose  w^  draw  a  curve  of  residual 
magnetization  B^,  against  maximum  m?.gneti2ing  field  H  ,  T^/ra  things  shoUM  be 
noted  about  tliis  curve,  (l)  its  up'/r.rd  curvature  near  the  origin  and  its 
downward  curvature  at  sa titration,  and  (2)  its  symmetry  tiirough  th3  origin, 
Nov;  in  an  over-simplified  explanation  of  recording  vdthout  bi;:.s  it  may  be 
said  that  each  element  of  the  medium,  while  it  is  in  the  recording  transducer, 
is  subject  to  a  certain  maximum  H  and  a  corresponding  flux  density  B^  is 
produced  in  it.  Mter  this  element  has  passed  out  of  the  field  of  the  trans- 
ducer the  flux  density  will  drop  in  the  absence  of  the  field  H  to  the  value 
Bp,   (It  is  realised  that  the  flux  density  will  actually  drop  to  a  still  lower 
value  due  to  tho  demagnetization  factv.ri  ho"uGvar>  as  the  same  element  passes 
through  the  playback  transducer  its  flux  density  v.dll  increase  and  approach 
Bj,).  No\r  tc  avoid  distortion  it  is  desirable  to  maintain  as  nearly  as  possi- 

-more— 
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ble  a  linear  relation  between  the  recording  field  and  the  residual  flux  which 

this  field  leaves  in  the  medium.  Thus,  it  is  desirable  that  the  B  versus 

'  r 

Hj[j  curve  not  deviate  too  far  from  linearity  over  the  length  used  in  recording. 
On  the  other  hand,  the  dynamic  range  obviously  depends  on  the  total  useful 
length  of  this  same  curve.  Hence,  because  of  the  curvature  near  the  origin  it 
is  apparent  that  in  a  method  using  no  bias  one  is  faced  \idth  either  using  a  very 
small  section  of  the  curve  close  to  the  origin  v^here  the  curve  is  nearly  straigh 
and  thus  obtaining  low  distortion  but  also  obtaining  a  very  low  dynamic  range,  i 
or  of  using  a  large  section  of  the  curve,  say  approaching  the  upper  or  satur- 
ation curvature,  and  thus  obtaining  an  adequate  djaiamic  range  at  the  expense, 
however,  of  rather  severe  amplitude  distortion. 

In  an  historical  seni-e  tr-'o  me-hhods  have  been  used  to  avoid  the  dilemma 
indicated  above.  Tlie  earlier  solution  was  the  use  of  what  is  called  DC  bias 
in  which  the  magnetic  medium  at  the  time  recording  takes  place  is  not  demagne- 
tized but  is  rather  magnetized  purposely  to  a  value  approximately  at  the  in- 
flection point  of  the  B  versus  H  curve.  From  this  point  the  audio  frequency 
signal  can  produce  deviaiiions  which  are  essentially  linear  for  a  considerable 
length  of  the  curve  toward  saturation  on  the  high  side  and  toward  the  origin 
on  the  low  side. 

The  other  method  has  come  to  be  called  AC  bias  although  perhaps  Ac  excita- 
tion would  be  a  more  descriptive  term.  In  this  method,  during  the  interval  of  r 
recording,  the  element  of  the  medium  is  subjected  to  a  supersonic  magnetic  field 
of  a  raaxi-mum  intensity  approximately  that  of  the  lower  knee  of  the  B  versus 
Hjjj  curve.  If  an  analysis  is  made  of  the  result  of  the  addition  of  such  a 
supersonic  field  to  an  audio  frequency  field,  and  if  it  is  recognized  that  the 
residual  flux  density  averaged  over  a  positive  peak  of  the  sup  rsonic  bias 
frequency  and  an  adjacent  ncg.j.tive  peak  is  the  important  value,  then  it  will  be 
f-:u;jJ  -more— 
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found  that  this  bias  method  essentially  eliminates  the  -oortion  of  the  B 

r  versus 

Hjji  curve,  v/hich  lies  near  the  origin  |  and  the  width  of  the  eliminated  section 
can  be  adjusted  by  changing  the  magnitude  of  the  bias  field.  This  method  seems 
considerably  superior  to  the  DC  bias  method  in  that  a  considerably  greater 
length  of  Bp  versus  H  curve  is  made  available  for  recording  since  noF  sections 
on  both  sid^s  of  the  origin  are  useful. 

The  transfer  of  signal  from  one  turn  of  ■.-  medium  to  an  adjacent  turn  vdth 
Vi'hich  it  is  reeled,  has  been  mentioned  earlier.  It  is  of  interest  to  note  that 
in  order  to  avoid  or  minimize  t>ie  transfer,  it  appears  desirable  to  use  a 
medium  in  vfhich,  on  the  B  versus  H_  curve,  (a)  the  lov/er  bend  occurs  as  far 
away  from  the  origin  as  possible,  (b)  the  major  slope  is  as  steep  as  possible, 
and  (c)  the  saturation  flux  density  is  as  low  as  possible. 

Another  choice  which  the  designer  of  a  magnetic  recording  system  must 
make  is  the  choice  of  longitudinal  or  transverse  recording.  T\^o  tilings  have 
influenced  th'-3  Armour  Research  Foundation  in  choosing  longitudinal  recording. 
They  are  first,  that  the  limiting  dimens  ion  of  the  transducer,  which  is  one 
of  the  factors  in  determining  th'j  resolution  of  high  frequencies^  can  apparently 
be  made  considerably  less  for  a  longitudinal  system  than  for  a  transverse 
method.  The  other  factor  is  the  improved  inti;nacy  of  contact  or  mechanical 
simplicity  which  appears  inherent  in  the  longitudinal  method. 

In  the  comparison  of  wire  t  ith  tape  it  is  perhaps  desirable  to  note  that 
there  appear  to  be  two  items  in  each  of  tvifo  categories  which  can  be  combined 
in  any  combination.  There  is  first  the  shape  of  the  cross  suction  I'hich  in  a 
practical  case  can  be  either  round  or  flat,  and  second  the  content  or  structure 
of  the  medium  which  can  be  either  homogeneous  (in  a  macroscopic  sens§)  or  lamin- 
ated. 

Round  metallic  wire  appears  to  have  the  advantages  thr.t  it  is  comparatively 
simple  to  manufacture,  has  high  strength  and  has  an  excellent  space  factor.  It 
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It  has  the  disadvantages  that  it  requires  a  level  wind  mechanism  and  thct 
transfer  must  be  considered. 

Coated  ttipe  has  the  advantages  that  the  magnetic  material  is  placed 
closer  to  the  recording  and  playback  transducers,  that  there  is  no  transducer 
effect,  and  that  no  level  vifind  mechanism  is  necessary.  It  appears  to  have  the 
objection  that  the  space  factor  is  very  much  poorer  than  that  of  the  round  wire. 

The  other  alternatives,  aamely,  laminated  round  v/ire  and  flat  vire  or 
impregnated  tape  have  boen  given  some  consideration  and  appear  to  offer  advan- 
tages intermediate  to  the  tv/o  groups  mentioned. 
III.   RECEIPT  RESULTS 

Since  obviously  perfection  is  unobtainable  in  any  recording  process,  when- 
ever it  is  desired  to  moke  a  rerscording,  such  as,  for  example,  when  a  master 
recording  is  prepared  and  then  mc.ny  copies  made  from  it^  it  is  of  paramount 
importance  that  the  ina.?te:-  -.-ecord  bo  of  the  highest  possible  quality.  With 
this  purpose  in  mxnd  sc).''e  .lOn'ohs  ago  we  designed  and  constructed  a  recorder 
in  which  v.dthin  reason  no  effort  '"■:.:.  spared  to  improve  the  quality.  This 
recorder  is  here  this  afternoon  <"-nd  vdll  be  demonstrated  for  you  shortly.  Our 
own  measurements  indicate  the  follov/ing  characti^ristics  for  it:   (a)  frequency 
response  at  a  mid-level  is  tvithin  _  2  db  from  4-0  cps  to  15,000  cps,  (b)  vov:  is

This   recorder  uses  round  18-8  stainless  steel  wire  J+   mils  in  diameter  at 
a  speed  of  5  ft,  per/sec*  It  has  a  capstan  drive  to  which  is  attached  a  20  lb. 
fly  wheel.  The  frequency  response  indicated  is  obtained  by  as  extensive  equal- 
ization as  we  feel  is  desira.ble,  namely,  12  db  boost  at  15  kilocycles  during 
recording  and  22  db  boost  at  50  cycles  during  plryback  (all  relative  to  1000 
(•  -more- 
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cps.)  The  wire  used  has  a  residual  induction  between  1000  and  3000  gauss 
and  a  coercivity  betv/een  200  and  300  oersteds. 

Since  this  recorder  was  completed  some  additional  interesting  developments 
have  occurred.

The  same  tape  with  tv/o  cl.annels  h;iS  been  used  for  a  binaural  effeci 
This  binaural  effect  has  been  found  to  be  of  great  value  in  making 
recordings  of  conferences.  It  has  been  found  possible  to  make 
the  noise  of  a  typev^riter  in  the  same  room  as  easily  rejected 
menta.lly  when  listening  to  the  binaural  recording  as  when  in  the  - 
actual  room.  It  is  the  opinion  of  many  experts  that  the  next 
important  advance  in  realistic  sound  reproduction,  will  be  in  the 
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binaural  or  stereophonic  field. 

F.  Soae  preliminary  work  has  been  done  toY^ard  the  application  of 
high  quality  magnetic  recording  for  use  in  motion  picture  sound 
studios  during  the  production  of  the  picture.

The  heat  transfer  fluid,  used  to  transport  the 
heat  from  the  reacting  pile  to  the  point  at  which  the  heat  energy  is  used,  is 
another  vital  problem.  Direct  methods  of  heat  transfer,  such  -is  heating  air,  vrater 
or  steam  in  the  pile,  cannot  be  used,  since  the  fluid  would  become  dangerously 
radioactive,  Neubauer  pciiited  out. 

The  cost  per  unit  of  energy  of  the  fissionable 
material  as  available  today  is  within  reason,  he  said,  and  the  energy  cost  is 
comparable  to  that  of  ordinary  combustable  materials.  However,  the  cost  of 
operating  such  power  plants  vill  doubtless  be  an  important  cost  factor. 

Atomic  energy  may  find  fxnother  application  in 
naval  ships  and  submarine  propulsion,  as  its  use  will  greatly  reduce  the  fuel 
load  which  must  be  carried  and  consequently  increase  the  range  of  the  ship, 
as  Y/ell  as  providing  a  possible  increase  in  speed. 

"It  may  be  possible  that  the  further  divisions  of 
the  nucleous  will  reveal  tlr.c.';  the  building  blocks  of  the  atom  are  the  electron 
and  the  positron,  instead  of  the  electron,  positron,  and  neutron,"  Neubauer 
stated, 

i  "If  so,  there  is  a  small  possibility  that  some  day 

science  will  learn  the  art  of  directing  these  nuclear  parts  in  som^^-  special 
electronic  tube  or  conductor.  It  is  worth  a  gamble,  for  if  this  can  be  dis- 
coirered,  the  greatest  possible  use  and  the  highest  possible  efficiency  for  nu- 
clear energy  will  have  been  found,"  he  concluded. 

Other  topics  discussed  during  the  closing  session 
of  the  conference  included  microwave  generators,  mobile  radio  communication, 
and  the  electronic  instrumentation.

CHiCAGO,  ILLINOIS  Although  the  demand  for  sci- 
entifically-trained personnel  is  greater  than  ever  before  in  the  history  of 
the  world,  degrees  in  engineering  a.nd  science  do  not  in  themselves  qualify 
men  and  women  to  engage  in  research,  John  S.  Grout,  assistant  to  the  Director 
of  Battelle  Memorial  Institute,  said  tomight  in  an  address  before  100  graduate 
students  enrolled  in  a  management  ci  research  seminar  at  Illinois  Institute 
of  Technology, 

The  research  profession  has  grown  at  a  rate  equalled 
by  few   professions  or  industries.  Grout  said.  Studies  of  the  National  Rcsoarch 
Council  indicate  that  there  were  only  6,000  people  in  the  research  field  in 
1920,  trhile  recent  data  indicates  that  at  present  there  are  approzimately 
110,000  engaged  in  this  work, 

"How-dvei'j  it  is  a  major  fallacy  to  assume  that  any  man 
or  vjoraan  ?;ho  has  a  degree  in  engineering  or  science  is  automatically  qualified 
to  engage  in  research",  he  said.  It  is  unfortunately  true  th;.-t  tiiis  fallacious 
opinion  is  held,  not  only  by  laymen,  but  ;,-lso  Ijy   a  considerable  segment  of  men 
and  women  viho   hold  such  degrees.  Acceptance  of  this  opinion  is  responsible  for 
scores  of  personal  tragedies  which  might  have   been  avoided,"- 

Such  huinan  tragedies  can  be  spared  only  through  the

adcption  of  selection  methods  which  assure  that  the  applicant  v/ill  succeed  in 
research,  Crout  stated, 

"In  the  practical  execution  of  industrial  research,  a 
variety  of  skills,  both  inanuPil  and  mental.,  ^nd  r.  variety  of  intelligence  levals 
is  required.  It  would  be  detirable,  of  course,  to  hove  each  research  man  possess 
a  maximum  of  all  the  skills  <--nd  talents  required,  but  unfortunately  such  super- 
men are  not  to  be  found  even  a.mong  scientists. 

"In  consequence,  it  is  management's  responsibility  to 

create  an  outstanding  organization  by  employing  a  number  of  men,  each  of  whom 

has  unusual  proficiency  in  ?;  single  phase  of  reser-reh.  It  then  becomes  an.  ad- 
I 

ministrative  function  to  parcel  out  the  various  portions  of  the  research  work  to 
each  man  so  as  to  best  utilize  his  natural  talents  and  a.bilities. 

"Such  a  system  leads  to  an  organizatioii  of  human  beings 
working  together  toward  a  common  goal,"  Crout  observed. 

Among  requirements  of  a  top-notch  research  man,  accoi'd- 
ing  to  Crout,  are  good  mental  capacity,  sound  tr-ir;ir;g,  creative  urge,  great 
curiosity,  balanced  personal  adjustment,  plus  an  immeasurable  factor  which 
Crout  described  as  "drive", 

"Proper  selection  and  training  methods  are  vitcl  to  the 
sound  functioning  of  a  research  organization,"  Crout  concluded.  "They  are,  hox'j- 
ever,  in  a  state  of  flux  and  improver.ients  are  being  mude  on  a  wide  front.  These 
methods  and  techniques  which  are  in  use  today  m.ay  be  expected  to  give  \';ay  to  new 
methods  v.hich  will  pormit  the  selection  of  the  highest  quality  men  and,  in  con- 
sequence, the  standards  of  rosearch  performance  -.7III  be  raised,"

Dr.  C.  G.  Harrel,  director  of  research  at  Pillsbury 
Flour  Mills  Company,  last  night  (I'ednesday)  addressed  a  graduate  seminar  in  the 
management  of  research  at  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  on  "Selecting  Pro- 
jects for  Research." 

Presenting  a  paper  based  on  data  received  from  125  ^-■■- 
outstanding  research  organizations  in  ths  United  States,  representing  15,000 
technically  trained  research  personnel  and  22  industries,  Dr.  Harrel  pointed  out 
that  the  difficulties  encountered  in  selecting  projects  for  research  in  many 
respects  resemble  the  problems  of  a  military  coHmiander. 

"Long  beicce  his  major  military  engagements,  the 
military  commander  must  collect  information  and  evaluate  the  resistance  to  be 
encountered,"  Dr.  Harrel  said.   "Ke  must  choose  that  particular  method  of  attack 
which  will  make  the  resistance  most  vulnerable^  he  must  see  to  it  that  he  has  the 
right  type  of  troops  and  fighting  equijjmentj  and  last  but  not  least,  the  esprit 
de  corps  must  be  high  and  tha  attack  must  be  precisely  tim.ed."

In  extremely  large  research  organizations,  hovfcver, 
a  lesser  amount  of  attention  is  undoubtedly  given  to  this  question.  According 
to  Dr.  HaiTel's  figures,  46,8^  of  the  laberateries  do  choose  projects  to  fit 
specialized  p.irsonnel.

GillGAGO,  ILLIiviOIS Dr.  Hunter  Rouse,  director  of 

the  Iowa  Institute  of  Hydraulic  Reses.rch,  last  night  (Tuesday)  stated  that 
"if  one  knew  exactly  what  occurred  in  tlie  simple  act  of  eidialing  cigaiiette 
smoke,  one  might  profitr.bly  apply  such  knowledge  vdth  equal  success  to  pro- 
blems of  vontilaxicn,  sanitary  settliiig  basins,  and  the  ddtuction  of  subaiarines 
from  the  wakes  of  their  propellers." 

Speaking  before  a  dinner  meeting  of  the  National 
Conference  on  Hydrc.ulic  Machinery  at  the  Hotel  Continental,  Rouse. emphasized 
that  in  teaching  the  mech-uiics  of  fluids  to  engineering  students,  considerable 
emphasis  is  laid  upon  application  of  the  same  fundamental  principles  to 
apparently  unrelated  flo\t  problems  in  mcny  different  professional  fields. 

"Pertinent  examples  of  such  benefits  are  seen  in 
the  adaptation  of  pitch  variation  in  the  original  Kaplan  water  turbineto  the 
variable  pitch  propellers  now  used  on  airplanes,"  he  said, 

"Reciprocally,  airfoil  theories  of  aeronautics  have 
played  a  significant  role  in  the  t'efinement  of  water  turbines  and  pumps.  The 
development  of  liquid  fuel  jets,  p'^int  sprays,  fcg  nozzles,  and  ctomizersJfor 
insecticides  might  just  as  well  go  hand  in  hand  with  the  same  mutual  benefit."

on  Hydraulics  Machinery  concluded  its  two-day  program  at  the  Hotel  Continental 
yesterduy  (Wednesday)  afternoon  with  discussions  on  high  loressure  tectmiques 
and  applications. 

Dr.  T.  C.  Poulter,  associate  director  of  the 
Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  presented  a 
paper  dealing  ^lith  high-pressure  phenomena  in  which  he  said  that  water,  formerly 
considered  an  incorapressable  liquid,  has  been  compressed  to  one-half  its  normal 
value  in  experiments  at  the  Research  Foundation. 

Discussing  investigations  into  the  phenomena  of 
of  cavitation,  Dr.  Poulter  said,  it  ?.'ue  shovm  that  "it  is  not  unreasonable  to 
expect  pressures  in  excess  of  100,000  psi  to  be  developed  as  a  cavity  in  water 
collapses  and  such  a  pressure,  located  as  it  is  at  the  point  in  the  liquid, 
is immediately  dissipated  in  the  form  of  a  compression  v/ave.  When  we  consider 
that  tiie  pressure  in  a  sound  wave  necessary  to  be  painful  to  the  ear  is  only 
about  0.2  psi,  it  is  not  surprising  that  the  noise  from  cavitation  in  a  hydraulic 
system  can  be  very  disturbing." 

The  major  portion  of  the  noise  from  the  propellors 
of  a  ship  is  a  result  of  cavitation,  a  fact  which  was  made  use  of  extensively 
in  both  our  submarine  and  anti-submarine  warfare.  Dr.  Poulter  pointed  out. 
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It  is  impossible  to  completely  eliminate  cavitation 
by  proper  design,  he  stated,  but  good  design  and  selection  of  the  proper  material 
to  resist  the  erosion  or  insulate  against  the  noise  will  serve  to  reduce  the 
disturbing  and  destructive  effects  of  cavitation. 

High  pressure  packing  developments  weiJe  discussed 
by  Robert  £.  Allen,  vice-president  of  Plastics  and  Rubber  Products  Company, 
Chicago,  in  another  afternoon  paper. 

He  described  the  development  and  application  of  the 
so-called  "0"  or  "Donut"  packing  ring  during  the  war,  vjhich  he  called, "the  most 
remarkable  development  in  high  pressure  packings  in  the  past  twenty-five  years.

Institute  of  Technology,  today  presented  the  Chicago  Regional  Conference  of  the 
American  Foundrymen's  Association  with  r   discussion  on  the  responsibility  of  in- 
dustry in  meeting  the  critical  engineering  shortage  of  today, 

"Industry's  Stake  in  Education"  was  the  topic  presented  at  a 
meeting  in  the  Grand  Ball  Room  of  the  Hotel  Continent: 1,  in  which  Dr.  Heald  asked 
the  cooperation  of  industry  by,  among  other  measures,  not  depleting  the  educa- 
tional field  of  research  scientists  and  instructors  who  are  necessary  to  train 
men  for  scientific  and  engineering  fields.  Pointing  out  that  it  will  be  1952 
before  the  supply  of  engineering  graduates  is  again  equal  to  the  demand,  he 
stressed  the  need  of  retaining  qualified  teachers  in  the  acrdemic  field  by  re- 
minding industry  that  "it  is  the  loser  in  the  long  run  because  it  is  depending 
on  him  (the  college  professor)  to  recruit  and  train  its  future  technical  and  re- 
search workers," 
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FIRST  iiDD   HEi'iLD 
I  Dr.  Heald  emphasized  the  need  for  planned  cooperrtion  between  in- 

dustry and  imiversities  and  action  in  establishing  a  program  that  rdll  produce 
scientificalljr  trained  men.  He  outlined  possible  means  of  cooperation  that  in- 
cluded part-time  and  graduate  programs,  as  vrell  as  in-plant  training  programs 
nov7  being  successfully  conducted  by  some  industries.  Another  suggested  method 
of  planning  v:n3   for  the  establishment  of  more  scholarship  or  fellowship  grants 
andowments  to  further  the  education  of  individuals  or  groups. 

In  I'ecognition  of  the  universities'  obligation  to  industry,  Dr» 
Her Id  outlined  Illinois  Tech's  present  curricula.  coTiparable  to  the  measures 
taken  by  other  major  institutions,  as  a  method  of  preparing  a  student  for  one 
of  several  phases  of  engineerings   The  fourth  j'-ear  student  is  allo^red  to  select 
a  program  that  emphasizes  the  conventional  scientific  a.nd  technological  studies; 
one  that  provides  preparation  in  the  fields  of  production  and  operation  in  in- 
dustry; or  one  that  prepares  the  graduating  student  to  continue  in  research  and 
highly  creative  professional  activities.  The  plan  is  outlined  to  secure  properly 
qualified  personnel. 

He  also  clarified  the  need  for  further  research,  particularly  in 
the  pure  sciences,  as  a  means  of  extending  our  knowledge  of  the  toni verse,  and  dis- 
cussed the  problem  of  government  controlled  research  as  opposed  to  industrial  and 
academic  controlled #  , 

Dr.  Heald  concluded  by  stressing  the  importance  of  developing  and 
maintaining  an  increasing  supply  of  technically  trained  men  who  are  equipped 
not  only  to  solve  the  technical  and  scientific  problems  of  industry,  but  who 
are  prepared  to  ifeke  their  contributions  to  constructive  American  citizenship.

Althotigh  it  is  prepared  on  r   technical  school 
level,  it  is  usable  for  college  instruction,  cs  a  refer-nce  book,  or  for  self- 
instruction.  The  book  is  being  published  by  the  American  Teclmical  Society. 
The  second  text,  "Practical  Shop  ".fcthematic"  tos  designed  for 
general  instruction  purposes  and  for  reference  by  machine  chops,  tool  rooms,  draft- 
ing rooms,  inspection  departments,  and  gage  laboratories.  It  offers  a  comprehen- 
sive survey  of  mathematics  from  eleraontary  math  (arithiiietic)  through  algebra, 
geometry,  trigonometry,  logarithms,  and  the  slide  rule.  It  is  useful  for  all

today  (Friday)  announced  that  the  Illinois  Tech  Relay  Games,  the  largest  in- 
door collegiate  track  meet  in  the  nation  in  194",  the  last  year  of  its  running, 
will  be  revived  next  March  15  at  thu  Jniv.vrsity  of  Chicago  Fieldhouse  ai^tt-r  a 
tlu'ee  year  lapse. 

Schommor  made  the  announcement  ^,t  the  Sherman  Hotel  where 
earlier  in  the  day  Big  Nine  officials  hf..d  announced  that  the  conference  indoor 
meet  will  be  held  on  March  8.  Thus  the  Tech  Relays  will  regain  their  traditiona" 
date  on  the  midwestern  track  calender,  follcving  on  tho  heels  of  the  conference 
clash. 

Def  onding  champions  in  both  the  college  and  university 
divisions  have  already  signified  tlieir  intention  of  defending  the  titles 
which  they  won  in  1943,  Schoiruaer  said. 

Notre  Dame  University,  which  won  easily  over  a  record 
breaking  university  entry  that  included  Illinois,  Michigan,  Indiana,  Purdue, 
Wisconsin,  Korthv;estem,  -Michigan  State,  Marquette,  ilissouri  and  Chicago, 
vrill  enter  a  full  squ3.d  again  next  spring. 

The  coll>.ge  champions,  'vH-Chi^an  State  Normal,  of  Ypsilanti, 
which  v;on  its  fourth  Tech  R.:,lays  crov.n  in  19'13  over  a  field  of  24  rcidwestern 
colleges,  vdll  also  be  on  hand  to  defend  their  title.

During  its  fifteen  years  of  odstence,  the  Illinois  Tech 
Relays  havu  attracted  nearly  5500  attilotes  and  noro  than  440  teams.  A  total 
of  81  different  schools,  including  19  universities  and  62  colleges,  have  com- 
peted in  tho  event. 

One  of  the  best  knovm  aiad  most  vridoly  adopted  innovations 
of  the  meet  has  been  its  policy  of  offering  separate  competition  and  individioal 
championships  for  college  and  univer-;itj  entrants.  This  feature,  introduced 
by  Schoinmer  in  1955,  Eei^'-es  to  {.u-ovlde  keen  competition  bet'.Toen  schools  of  com- 
parable size,  and  olJ.ir.inateG  the  killing  competition  of  r.n  open  meet. 

Knovm  as  the  Armour  Tech  Relfiy  Games  prior  to  1941,  the  relays  gren 
out  of  a  triangiilar  meet  -..ith  Korth-csucrn  University  and  the  University  of 
Chicago  in  1928.  The  follov;ing  -^^.-ir,   Scuoranoi'  and  A.A."Lonnie?' Stagg,  Jr.  then 
Techav.k  track  coach,  conceived  t!ie  .idaa  of  turning  it  into  an  annu;il  invitational 
meet  designed  particularly-  fox-  colleges  and  univerisitics  throughout  the  middle 
west. 

In  1929  a  totil  'of  eight  col'.l.jges  participated  in  the  first 
meet.  The  evinit  gre\i  gradually  until  i9do,  '..h'.n  4£1  athletes,  representing  12 
universities  and  24  collot'es,  comp:..ted  for  ind-*vjdu£-l  and  te:;,ra  honors  to  establish 
the  Illinois  Tech  Rela;y'  Gantis  as  the  largest  indoor  coll::giate  mx;et  in  the  nation. 

Despite  the  tremendous  success  of  the  1943  games,  Schommer

CHIGiiGO,  ILLINOIS Dean  Joim  F.  White  dean  of  students  at 

Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  today  voiced  the  opinion  that  colleges  and 
universities  throughout  the  United  States  have  passed  the  crisis  in  their 
attempts  to  provide  eciucational  facilities  foi-  miiiions  of  returning  veterans, 
and  that  by  1949  they  will  begin  to  feel  a  decided  drop  to  pre-war  enrollment 
figures. 

According  to  vsnite,  recent  enrollments  for  the  spring  semester 
and  applications  for  admission  next  fall  at  colleges  throughout  the  country 
indicate  that 'the  vvorst  is  over." 

The  reasons  for  this  trend  ara  five-fold,  he  said,  First, 
many  of  the  veterans  ivho  vere  -unable  to  j^ain  adBiission  into  accredited  colleges 
on  receiving  their  discharges  accepted  eiiiployment  and  have  given  up  plans  for 
higher  education. 

Secondly,  the  army  and  navy  are  no  loxiger  releasing  men  in  such 
vast  numbers  causing  a  drop  in  n^vi   ijpplications  for  admission  under  the  G.  I. 
Bill. 

Thira,  married  veterans  are  binding  it  financially  impossible 
to  carry  on  their  education  and,  at  tlie  same  time,  to  support  families  under 
the  existing  high  costc  of  living. 

Fourth,  academic  standards,  which  in  many  cases  were  allowed  to 
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lapse  considerably  during  the  war,  are  being  reinforced  more  strictly  than 
ever  before. 

Fifth,  colleges  a.nd  universities  have  made  tremendous  strides 
in  providing  additional  faci],ities  through  the  construction  of  temporary  and 
permanent  structures. 

However,  colleges  v;ill  probably  not  begin  to  feel  the  pinch  until 
the  194-9-50  academic  year,  when  last  year's  huge  entering  classes  will  have 
graduated. 

Despite  this  note,  the  Institute's  registrar  also  announced  today 
that  for  ;  the  third  consecutive  semester,  registration  in  the  day  division  hit 
a  new  record  peak  this  term  with  a  total  of  3024-  students  enrolled,  in  addition 
to  327A  evening  division  students.
